DONALD BAIN’S FAST RECORD. 

It was sweltering hot yesterdaj afternoon at 
Hawthorne and the track was lightning fast. 
There was hardly a breath of cool air astir, bat 
the track and weather conditions were made to 
order for record breaking. 

The class of horses entered, however, was 
hardly good enough to make world’s records, 
but nevertheless Donald Bain came very close 
to matching Clifford’s seven furlong mark of 
1:25% which was made at Shespshead Bay Ang. 
29. 1894. Clifford carried 127 pounds. Donald 
Bain under 104 pouuds beat Brigade carrying 
the same weight in 1 :25i. 

It was a high-class performance and stamps 
Donald Bain as one of the best horses of his 
age now in training in the west. He did not 
win running away, nor over-race himself, 
neither did he have anything very fast to make 
pace for him. The handsome son of Strath- 1 
more — Gladness went out in front at the fall of 
the flag and set a terrific pace of his own. He 
was challenged in the stretch by Brigade, 
but did not falter for an instant, and 
standing a drive through the last furlong, was 
retained the winner by a nose. Considering 
the pace Donald Bain set and the hard drive 
he stood at the end makes his performance all 
the more brilliant. The first eighth around the 
turn was naturally slow as compared with the 
others. It was run in 12i. The next eighth wss 
stepped in lit. making the first quarter in 231. 
He went to the three-eighths in 354, the half in 
474, five-eighths in 591, three-quarters in 1:124. 
Then he began to stop.and he and Brigade going 
like a team, covered the final furlong in 181 
seconds, making it 1 :25i for the seven furlongs. 

When the time was hung out the crowd was 
dumbfounded and thought at first it was a mis- 
take, but when they learned it was ccrrect, talk 
of world’s records being smashed could* be 
heard on all sides. 

“Bob” Tucker, fresh from Latonia, won the 
nine furlong race with bis peg-legged colt Isa- 
bey, but in doing so Isabey had to run a little 
above his notch and also stand a hard drive for 
about a furlong. Elkin is the hoise that 
pressed him so hard and he ran a good, game 
race. 

J. H. Smith, in whose name Elkin runs, has 
started the useful old selling-plater four times 
since his arrival and heretofore lias been riding 
such jockeys as Bisping and Melton. The latter 
is a joke. Yesterday he put VV. Narvaez up and 
the old horse was backed. Narvaez being a 
much better rider than Elkin has carried for 
some time, he ran his true race and came within 
an ace of scoring. As it was Isabey barely man- 
aged to beat him a nose and was all out to do 
it, 

Tom Grifhn has a nice filly in Iznik, and 
with 110 pounds up she simply ran away from 
her field in the five furlong scramble for two- 
year-olds. She got to the front in the first 
twenty yards, and after stepping the first three 
furlongs in 354 seconds had all those behind 
her leg weary and won puliiDg up five furlongs 
in 1 :014. 

The first race went to Chler, who is a tall, 
ungainly gelding and perhaps the worst-looking 
horse at the track. He was off in the rear 
division and took the longest route, hut was 
rated with good judgment and avoided all inter- 
ference, eventually winniug with a bit to spare 
from a 40 to 1 shot. Defender II. 

Rutter rode a fine race on Uarda and it 
plainly goes to show what strong handling will 
do to a horse that has the ability to win, but 
with weak, light boys up refuses to try. 

Our Johnny and Uarda, both long overdue, 
won the fifth and sixth races respectively. Both 
were at good prices and were backed to some 
extent. 



Jockeys Van Dusen, W. Dean and Everett are 
recent additions to the riding list All three are 
good boys and will improve the riding talent. 

Neada and J. H. C. weie shipped to “Bill” 
Ratterman from Hamilton, Ont. The latter is 
ready to race at once and is a good horse. 

THE ST. L.OUIS DERBY. 

Next Saturday the St. Louis Derby will be 
run off. From present indication the race will 
be one worth a journey to witness. Seventy- 
eight three-year-olds are still eligib’e but of 
course most of them are now nothing but 
blasted hopes. Concerning those that have 
stood the test of training and racing and are 
expected to go to the post the Republic of Mon- 
day says: 

“A well-balanced field of the best colts in 
training on the western circuit will start in the 
event. Prince McClurg, winner of the Latonia 
Derby, is receiving a special preparation for the 
St. Louis classic. J. H. McAvoy has been 
‘preping’ the colt at the Louisville track, and 
will probably bring him over in a day or so. 
Prince McClurg is a brown colt by Wadsworth— 
Minnie Payee. His sire defeated Aloha in the 
first Club Members’ Handicap ever run at the 
Fair Grounds. Prince McClurg lan a mile and 
a half in the Latonia Derby, with 122 pounds on 
his back, in 2:364, defeating Deering, Ways 
and Means, Leo Planter and others. Prince 
McClurg belongs to McAvoy A Applegate. 
His impost is 127 pounds. Brewer 8chorr’s 
candidate, W. Overton, the great bay son 
of Belvidere— Peninah, will probably go to the 
post favorite for the Derby. W. Overton’s im- 
post will be 122 pounds, and he will doubtless 
handle it like a real Derby horse. W. Overton 
was unquestionably the bast two-year old in 
the west last season. He made his three-year- 
old debut last week, winning a purse Tuesday, 
and placing the Laurel Handicap to the credit 
of his owner on Saturday. W. Overton is 
thought to be the best three-year-old in training 
on the western circuit. His performance in the 
Dei by will demonstrate whether or not the colt 
is worthy to cope with the eastern three-year-cld 
cracks. ‘Hops’ Laudeman’s Cambrian, a chest- 
nut colt by Hindoo— Cam bria, is liable to cut a 
figure in the Derby. Cambrian captured the 
Himyar Stakes at Latonia last week, defeat- 
ing The Kentuckian at a mile and an eighth 
in 1 :534, both colts packing 115 pounds. Cam- 
brian’s Derby impost is 125. The Kentuckian 
is also a probable starter in the Derby, his im- 
post baing 122. The Kentuckian is a chestnut 
colt by Pirate of Penzance— Lizzie Montrose, 
and belongs to E. F. Simms. His best race this 
year was his second to Cambrian in the Him- 
yar. The Barrister, a chestnut colt by Terra 
Cotta— Alarming, in Charles Boscbmeyer’s 
stable, is another probable starter. This colt 
was about the best two-year-old shown at 
Cincinnati last season, bat he has shown noth- 
ing as a three-year-old. Charles Patterson had 
the colt at Memphis this spring and started 
him once, on which occasion he ran third to 
Hobart and The Kentuckian at six furlongs. 

“The Barrister’s weight is 122. Will Darden’s 
Leo Planter is thought to be a sure starter. 
His impost will be 119 pounds. Leo Planter is 
a bay colt by Leonatns— The Plantress. He 
won the Lushrman Hotel Stakes at one mile in 
1:44 with 122 pounds up at Memphis thi9 spring, 
defeating Sea Lion, The Kentuckian, Chancery, 
Kentucky Colonel and Donald Bain. Of the 
light weights, Jim Morphy’s Streamer is the 
most fancied. This colt gets in the stake at 102 
pounds, and he ought to go well. Streamer is 
a bay colt by Top Gallant— Kitty Gunn. As a
